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1, Assistant Secretary Harriman summarized the report of his 
mission to India and Pakistan. A special group is to prepare 
specific military and political recommendations fcr the President's 


consideration. 


2. The President decided that a planned visit of a U. S. 
aircraft carrier to India should not take place now. 


3. Ambassador Stevenson and Under Secretary Ball reported 
on the current status of the Cuban negotiations in New York. The 
President accepted in general recommendations covering the future 
conduct of these negotiations with the Russians. 
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
